Murder or a Whole Family at Maysvtlj.e, 
Kv.—' Tuesday evening, between the houra of 
twelve and one o’clock, the most fiendish murder 
it has been our duty to record fora long time, 
took place at Maysville, Kentucky. An old gen- 
tleman by the name of Cobb was known to be in 
possession of about >200 by a brace of villains 
by tho names of Collins and Moore, and in order 
to get it they made an attack on the old gentle- 
man, his wife, and two sons, aged fifteen and 
eighteen years. We learn from the Cincinnati 
Enquirer that the old gentleman and the two 
sons were killed on the spot, but the old lady was 
lingering \V ednesdav morning, and faint hopes 
were entertained of her recovery. She gave the 
information who the murderers were. A large 
body of the inhabitants turned out in hot pursuit, 
but, up to the time the informant left, they were 
yet uncaptured. 

To Stop Blkrding. — A sa Kemper, of Roes 
county, Ohio, writes to the American Agricul- 
turist that bleeding from a wound on man or 
beast may be stopped by a mixture of wheat 
flour and common salt, in equal parts, bound on 
with a cloth. If the bleeding be profuse, use a 
large quantity, say from one to three pints. It 
may be left for hours, or even days, if necessary. 
In this manner he saved the life of a horse which 
wa9 bleeding from a wounded artery; the bleeding 
ceased in five minutes after application. It was 
left on three days, when it worked loose, was 
easily removed, and the wound soon healed.

The Episcopal CiirRcii North and South. 
The Montgomery (Ala.) Advertteer of the 9th 
inst. has the following: 

The most important Convention of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the Confederate States, 
which has been Milling in this city since the 3d 
inst., adjourned on Saturday last. The Conven- 
tion, if not large, was certainly a highly respect- 
aide, able, and influential body of Christian gen- 
tlemen. There were in attendance four Bishops, 
and Clerical and I^y Deputies elected by the 
Diocesan Conventions of seven States. Tho" Con- 
vention unanimously, and without debate, passed 
the first of the following resolutions, severing the 
connection of the Southern from the Northern 
Church, and the second was agreed upon with 
considerable unanimity of feeling. 

Resolved , That the secession of the States of 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Ixmisiana, Texas. 
Arkansas, and Tennessee from the United States, 
and the formation by them of a new government 
called the Confederate States of America, renders 
it necessary and expedient that the Diocese of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church within those States 
shoald form among themselves an independent 
organization. 

Rtsolred* That, as preliminary to the organiza- 
tion declared necessary in the foregoing resolu- 
tion, a committee of three Bishop*, three Pres- 
byters, and three Laymen be appointed by tho 
Convention to propose and report to an ad- 
journed meeting of the Convention, to be held at 
Columbia, S. C., on the third Wednesday of Oc- 
tober next, a constitution and canons, under 
which an organization mav be effected; and that 
the Ecclesiastical authorities of all the Dioceses 
within the Confederate States, not now repre- 
sented in this Convention, be invited by the Rt. 
Rev. President to take the requisite staas for the 
representation of said Dioceses at the adjourned 
Convention.

Na- 
ture makes a provision for strengthening tbe 
children s lungs by exercise. Babies cannot 
laugh so as to get much exercise in this way, but 
we never heard of one that could not cry. ’ Cry- 
ing, shouting, screaming, are nature’s lung ex- 
ercise, and if you do not wish for it in tbe parlor, 
pray have a place devoted to it, and do not debar 
tbe girls from it, with the notion that it is im- 
proper for them to laugh, jump, cry, scream, and 
run races in Ihe open air. After a while one gets 
used to this juvenile music, and cau even write 
and think more consecutively with it than with- 
out it, provided it does not run into objurgatory 
forms. We remember a boy that used to go to 
school past our study window, and he generally 
made a continuous stream of roar to the sc.hoof- 
house and back again. We supposed at first he 
had been nearly murdered by some one, and had 
wasted considerable compassion on the wrongs of 
infant inn<>cence: but, on inquiring into his case, 
found him in perfectly good condition. Tbe truth 
was that the poor little fellow had no mirlhful- 
r ess in bis composition, therefore couldn't laugh 
and shout, and so nature, in her wise compensa- 
tions, had given him more largely the faculty of 
roaring. He seemed to thrive upon it, and we 
believe is still doing well. Laughing and halloo- 
ing, however, are to be preferred, unlet-:. a child 
shows a decided incapacity for those exercises. 

Our eye alights, just now. upon the following 
touching little scrap written bv an hnglteh labor- 
er, whose child had been killed by the falling of a 
beam:

The water of the city of Paris it> horrible. The 
reservoirs, when cleaned, which happens quarter- 
ly, presents an aspect of vegetable and animal 
life like that which we find in a road-side horee- 
pond. Fresh water alga* collected on its side?; 
seeds, leaves, soot from neighboring factories, 
even offal occasionally are found in thick masses at 
the bo'toiu, and throughout it wriggles with ani- 
malcules. Yet the Parisians obstinately resist all 
attempts at supplanting this water by aqueducts 
leading from the country. It is the water of 
their helovtd Seine, aDd any other they charac- 
terize ao bard and limy. 

To Keep Butter Sweet. — D. E. Smith contributes 
to the American Agriculturist the fallowing di- 
rections to r preserving butter in good condition 
for any length of time: “In May or June, when 

butter is plenty, work it thoroughly two or three 
times, and add at the last working nearly one 
grain of saltpetre and a table spoonful of pulver- 
ized Inaf t'ugar to each pound of butler. Pack 
it tightly in stone jars to witLin two inches of 
i be top, and fill the remaining spac* with strong 
brine. Cover the jars tightly, and bury them in 
the cellar bottom, where the butter will keep 
unhurt for a long time.”

Washington, July 24. 

The flag of truce has been rotured from the 
enemy. They refuse to permit our furgeons to 
go on the field, or allow ambulances within their 
lines, but state that they will take good care of 
our wounded. 

The Second Ohio foot up their loss to day at 
nine killed or missing — most probably the latter. 

The First Ohio are in confusion at their loss, 
and it is impossible to get the details. 

It now appears that a large number who wero 
supposed to be killed were captured while attend- 
ing the wounded at Centreville hospital. 

This afternoon there have been large move- 
ments of troops arriving an l departing. This 
has given the city an animated look and removed 
the gloom of the past few days. 

Neirlvone hundred regiments have tendered 
their services since the defeat of Sunday. Both 
of the Ohio regiments are now in their old cainp 
near the city. 

The number of telogrsph messages to soldiers 
here from a distance is so great that it was found 
impossible to get answers till special couriers 
went out, got the facts, and answered the ines- 
sagos themselves. 

There is no interest in Congress since the bat- 
tle. But little legislation was accomplished to- 
d*y.

Washington, July 24. 

A marvellous change has been effected in the 
public mind in the last twenty-four hours. Cheer- 
fulness has returned. Soldiers have recuperated 
and are confident of victory next time. 

The Ohio regiments went to-div into their old 
camp on Seventh street. The 2d regiment has 
ascertained that only nine are missing. The 1st 
regiment probably has a few more missing. Most 
of thfm will return home this week. 

In Congress there was a very striking passage 
at arms between Burnet, of Ky., and Richard- 
son, 111., the latter charging the former with be- 
ing an enemy to his country and i's laws and 
government." Burnett, very excitedly, rejoined, 
making the matter personal. Richardson said, 
so help him God, if the gentleman desired a per- 
sonal controversy with him, he could have it 
anywhere.

Scott was fit to command, 
could he be forced into luttle against his own 
judgment? Nobody had impeached Gen. Scott 
but the gentleman himnelf. Mr. R. “1 take it 
all back” — and he proceeded to say he was pre- 
sent, when in the presence of the President, G-n. 
Scott implied that the Cabinet had forced him 
into the lata engagement. He (Scott) ®a:d be 
should have resigned sooner than have acted 
against his best judgment. 

Richardson added, “Abraham Lincoln was an 
honest man if let alone, but he feared he had not 
the power to stand up against the wily politicians 
surrounding him. ' (Great sensation )

The Seizure or State Arms at May- 
held. — Wo call the attention of the public 
in general and of Gov. Magoffin in particular 
to the various accounts of this foray which we 
publish in the Journal of to-day. The out- 
rage demands the instant and grave attention 
of both the public and the Governor. 

Wc take it for granted that the principal 
facts in the case arc not o|>en to dispute. That 
certain armed secessionists, a portion of them 
from the Confederate army, have seized ille- 
gally at Mayfield 1000 muskets and six brass 
cannon belonging to the State and have borne 
them off in triumph to Tennessee, and that 
the arms thus seized and borne ofi* are now, or 
were at the date of the latest possible intelli- 
gence from that region, distributed amongst 
tho Confederate camps lying immediately be- 
yond the Southern border of Kentucky, will 
not, wc presume, be disputed by any one. We 
believe these are simple facts. They are no 
doubt incontestable. And there is reason to 
believe that Gov. Magofiin is aware of this 
from information which ho himself deems per- 
fectly credible. There is very good reason to 
believe so. 

It will be seen from our correspondence that 
Senator Johnson has been more or less active 
iu this matter, ostensibly at least on the side of 
law and order, and wc all know that Senator 
Johnsou, whose expansive solicitude for the 
public interests has won for him the imperish- 
ablo sobriqact of “The Senator from Cairo,” 
is Gov. Magofiin’s Minister Plenipotentiary to 
the Secessionists of Southern Kentucky and 
thereabouts; and we all know, too, that one of 
ihe chief dulies of a plenijioteutiary is to re- 
port to his master the progress of events which 
concern him, and that Senator Johnson es- 
j»ecially delights in the discharge of this par- 
ticular duty of his plenipotent ofiice. The 
inference is irresistible that in a case wherein 
duty jumps so equally with the eagerest incli- 
nation Senator Johnson has not been wanting 
to himself or to his superior. He must ere 
now in some diepo have informed Gov. Ma. 
got tin of the facts, and, if he has, Gov. Ma 
gofiin is at present in possession of information 
respecting this a Hair which he considers trust 
worthy and that leaves no doubt in his own 
mind that a flagrant outrage has t>een com 
mitted upon the sovereign rights of the State. 
Wo do not question for u moment that such is 
the information of Ilis Excellency. 

Now, what will Ilis Excellency do? Will he 
do nothing? Tho blood of Kentucky is tingling 
in her veins and mounting to her checks as the 
i-ilelligemo of this crying outrage upon her 
honor and her rights is flashing through her 
borders. Will the Governor respond to this 
emotion of genorous indignation or doesn’t he 
feel it? Will he fold his arms, as he has done 
before, and “pocket the affront,” for the lovo 
be boars the enemies of his country? Or will 
he secretly compound with the violators of our 
rights anl of our soil, by entreating the spoil- 
ers, on the mere score of advantage to the se- 
cession cause in Kentucky, to he so obliging 
an 1 so politic as to let the arms they have 
stolen he carried back into our limits to remain 
at least until after the ela< tioD? Will he de- 
spatch a secret ambassador to bring about this 
understanding with the depredators or bring 
it about in some other way, and, then, after 
the' lapse of a suitable time or of no time at all, 
direct his facile organs to announce with a 
flourish that General or Colonel or Major 
Such-a-one in the Confederate army politely 
informed His Excellency that the stolen arms 
were subject to his order, that Ilis Excellency 
jolitely ordered them back into Kentucky, that 
the order was politely submitted to, and that 
so end x another 1,’nion slander? 

Wc confess this seems to us the course Ilis 
Excellency will be most likely to pursue. In 
our opinion, his action in the case lies between 
this and nothing. We shall see. 

Elections to tiie Legislature. — The 
day of election of the members of the Legis- 
lature is now very near at hand. We hope 
that the importance of the result of the action 
of the people on that day is properly estimated. 
Certainly it cannot tie overestimated. 

In this canvass for the Legislature tho se- 
cessionists are playing a dishonest game. They 
know their lack of strength as a party, and 
they aim to supply it by cunning and false 
pretences. Months ago wc predicted what they 
would do, and they are doing exactly what we 
said they would. Their candidates, though 
devoted to secession, carefully abstain from 
announcing themselves as secession candidates. 
Although not directly disclaiming or repudi- 
ating secession, they strive to keep it out of 
bight. They would make the public believe 
that they take no other position in this crisis 
of j^^affairs than the policy of Kentucky neu- 
trjfrly and the restoration of peace between 
the belligerent sections. 

The candidates in this immediate vicinity 
for the State Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, have, unless a forgery has been perpetra- 
ted, made a publication, in which they declare 
in favor cf nothing whatever except Kentucky 
neutrality and national peace. They scrupu- 
lously keep out of view their well known sen- 
timents and doctrines and detires. They don’t 
inform the public that they put upon neutrality 
the «arae absurd and preposterous construction 
that was put upon it by Gov. Magofiin and bis 
organs. They don't inform the public, that, by 
their construction, they would withdraw Ken- 
tucky from the whole operation of the laws of the 
United States, make her no longer a portion 
of the United States, deny to the Federal gov- 
ernment the right of occupying its own bar- 
racks and its own hospital in this State, and 
lesist by the bayonet all attempts to stop the 
transportation of provisions to a people at war 
with the Federal Government. They don't 
inform the public, when they avow themselves 
in favor of peace, that they would, by refusing 
the contribution of a man or the contribution 
of a dollar to the United States government for 
carrying on the war. paralyze the Government 
utterly in the very midst of this awful exigency 
and compel it to accept abjectly whatever 
lornis the exasperated authorities of tho South- 
ern Contedcracy might dictate. 

These candidates for the Legislature, who 
conic hcloro the people planting themselves 
upon the ground ol neutrality and peace, are 
all "-cession leaders. They are active . eces- 
sionists, and, to the extent of their ability, 
ii llucniial on - s. They are secessionists of the 
Louisville Cornier school. They recognize 
the Louisville Courier as their organ, and 
they arc with it heart and soul in its j rt. 



poses. If you would know their views and 
intentions in detail, read from day to day that 
mischievous and inflammatory sheet. Be as- 
sured, that, if they were to succeed in getting 
themselves elected to the Legislature, they 
would pursue the same course that the seces- 
sionists of the last Legislature pursued. They 
would do everything in their power to get up 
I a bloody collision with the Government here 
in Louisville upon the subject v>f the railroad 
and resort to every conceivable means of tak- 
ing Kentucky out of the Union, annexing her 
to the Southern Confederacy, and thus making 
her quiet cities and peaceful vales the theatre, 
for long years, of blood and fire and desola- 
tion. 

Again and again tho people of Kentucky 
within the last few months have declared their 
will at the ballot-box. That will is unchang- 
ed, and they will not change it now. They 
desire that Kentucky shall remain as 6he is, 
and they will not let themselves be cheated and 
betrayed by specious handbills into the elec- 
tion of notorious secessionists to the Legisla- 
ture, they will scorn to let themselves be de- 
luded by the cunning pretence of men whose 
secession is as notorious as their names. The 
friends of the Union will vote for no man 
whom they do not know, from his antecedents 
and from his associations as well os his protes- 
tations, to be as firm and determined a friend 
of the LInion as themselves. They feel that 
the crisis of the destinies of Kentucky is now 
at hand, and they arc resolved to place men in 
the councils of the State fit for the tremendous 

exigency. 

A Short Method with Secessionists. — 



Whenever, Union reader, you hear a secession- 
ist talking or pretending to talk in favor of 
neutrality, ask him whether he doesn’t hold 
that the war on the part of the Government is 
a war of subjugation. 

If he says “No,” he admits that the war on 
the part of the Government is right in princi- 
ple, and rules himself out of the secession 
party; if hesays “Yes,” ask him if in the case of 
a war of subjugation on the part of the Govern- 
ment he isn’t pledged by the platform of his 
party to go for the instant unsheathing of the 
sword of Kentucky’ against the Government 
and in behalf of the revolting States. 

If he denies that he is so pledged, cite the 
following passage from the secession platform: 
Kentucky having defined her present position 
to bo that of strict neutrality, to maintain which 
the State should lie fully armed, and her inten- 
tion to take no part in t his unnatural war of co- 
ercion unless her soil is invaded; but if the enter- 
prise announced in the proclamation of President 
Lincoln should at any time assume the aspect of 
a war for the subjugation of the seceding States 
bv a military force, we do not hesitate to sty that 
Kentucky should promptly unsheathe the sword in 
what will then become the common cause. 

If he admits that ho is so pledged, and he 
will he constrained to admit it after you have 
cited this passage if not before, ask him to be 
good enough to explain how Kentucky can un- 
sheathe her sword against the Government and 
in behalf of the revolting States and at the 
same time remain neutral. 

As the thing is contrary to manifest truth, 
he must own its absurdity. Then ask him if 
he is still for neutrality. 

If he aavs “Yes,” inform him that he has 
thrown overboard cither the proposition that 
the war on the part of the Government is a 
war of subjugation or the proposition that in 
the case of a war of subjugation on the part of 
the Government Kentucky should unsheath 
her sword against the Government and in lie- 
half of the revolting States, which two propo- 
sitions constitute together the soul and body of 
secessionism . If he says “No,” ask him why 
he pretends to be. 

This will end the gentleman. And here the 
method ends. 

If the formula is applied to him rigorously 
he must in the end acknowledge that he is 
either a hypocrite or not a 90 - cal led State 
Rights man. These are the stern alteratives 
before every secessionist who professes to he 
for neutrality. He must cither disavow neu- 
trality or disavow his political character. Tiie 
two arfc totally irreconcilable. 

And yet, incredible as it may seem to those 
removed from the field of active strife, the se- 
cessionists of Kentucky build upon their pro- 
fession of neutrality all the hope they cherish 
of success in the August election. Their whole 
stock in trade is hy/werisy. This is the plain 
truth. And their sole trust is that the masses 
of the State are too ignorant or too obtuse to 
pierce the disguise. Yes, the secessionists 
amongst ns actually found whatever expecta- 
tion of success they entertain on the fancy 
that the people of Kentucky after having twice 
torn off and trampled upon the secession ma*k 
with a scorn altogether majestic are now about 
to embrace the cheat unwittingly and to en- 
throne it in the Capitol by mistake. A solid 
foundation for expectation, truly!* 

West Point Cadetships. — We are re- 
quested by the Hon. Robert Mallory to state 
in reply to the very numerous letters he has 
received asking his influence to procure ap- 
pointments of cadets, that there is at present 
no vacancy belonging to this Congressional 
District, and that the President has exhausted 
his appointing power “at large.” Until Congress 
shall have passed some law to fill tho vacancies 
in the West Point Military Academy occa- 
sioned by resignations and the failure of the 
seceding States to make applications for ne^ 
admissions, there can he no further appoint- 
ments made in which the recommendation of 
Mr. Mallory would be available. 

A secession Editor claims that the rev- 
olutionary authorities of the South are not 
“generally tyrannical.” No, wc don’t think 
they are; they are particularly so.

CTTho proposed “Cotton Loan” in tho re- 
volting States doesn’t work smoothly. It 
hasn’t even the good wishes of some of the 
most intelligent and influential of the Con- 
federates. The New Orleans Delta casts upon 
Messrs. Davis, Stephens, Benjamin, & Co. a 
perfect storm of condemnation for attempting 
to enter the cotton marts of the South as a 
trading firm to pick up cotton. The Delta 
disapproves of thfe scheme in toto; and in terms 
so harsh and* contemptuous that it appears 
that all freedom of opinion is not crushed out, 
even in a city where so much oppression has 
been felt on account of free speech. It char- 
acterizes the attempt as “the foolish scheme ot 
converting the provisional authority now in 
charge of this Confederate Government * nt0 
a great cotton, 6ugar, rice, tobacco, and other 
joint-stock trading company, for, perhaps, the 
immediate enormous profit of the managers 
and their friends, and to the ultimate injury, 
loss, and grievous disappointment of the great 
body of people.” 

That is a nice bombshell to explode under the 
feet of the immaculate leaders of this great 
movement in behalf of the people of tho Cot- 
ton States; a nice pica in behalf of unlimited 
extension of confidence. Truly, “republics 
are ungrateful” when motives can thus be im- 
pugned with impunity, and suspicion be al- 
lowed to be thus directed upon the secession 
engineers in such a perfect cloud. The Delta 
further wishes to know what shade of politics 
will entitle “the common public” to an equal 
participation in the profitable drippings that 
will ooze in such a juicy current from this stu- 
pendous fountain of official patronage?” * 
“The authors of the impracticable and stupid 
scheme were, wc are willing to say, doubtless 
persuaded that it waft one highly eligible, and 
unobjectionable; indeed they were, in charity 
wc believe, wholly incapable of perceiving any 
objection to it, it looked so fine upon paper or 
from the stump to call upon planters to come 
forward and sell their cotton to the pure pat- 
riots, who, for large salaries, generously ad 
minister their affairs, ( and take in return its 
full value in Treasury paper, which, again, 
they — the planters’ creditors — must accept in 
payment of all claims, or otherwise risk being 
called malcontents or Abolitionists.” 

This is “talking out in school” at a most 
terrible rate, and it gives outsiders a pretty 
good inkling of the modus operands by which 
accession keeps up its credit in the desperate 
straits it finds itself. The charge of abolition 
ism which has been used with terrible efi’ect, 
as a sharp medicine, in what was considered 
needed cases by way of purging the body 
politic, is at length getting to he of common 
use; a pabulum to keep life in the body of the 
Provisional government by making its trea- 
sury notes current. We have heard of a good 
many political expedients — of a good many 
financial exjiedients — hut this is the climax. 



gy The Stupendous national emergency wc 
are now confronting has a wonderful effect in 
clearing up and concentrating the national 
mind. The war has in some respects acted 
upon our politics like a thunder storm upon a 
languishing atmosphere. Our readers, says the 
National Intelligencer, can all readily recall the 
lime when nice discriminations respecting the 
powers of Congress over the Territories, subtle 
disquisitions on the “equality (of States,” and 
elaborate arguments, defensive or aggressive, 
on a paper called the “Lecompton Constitu- 
tion,” formed the staple of our parliamentary 
discussions. It was a dreary period in our po- 
litical history when, for the want of practical 
questions worthy to engage the attention of a 
rational people, the ingenuity of political 
leaders seemed to be laid under contribution 
for the discovery of immaterial “issues” on 
which successfully to join an electoral contest. 
But petty, and often contemptible, as weie 
these topics of debate, the resources of Con* 
gressional eloquence and of “stump oratory” 
were exhausted in the effort] to convince a 
credulous people that the salvation of the 
country depended upon the triumph' or defeat 
of each successive “issue” as it arose under 
the management of party. 

Within the last few weeks all these fine-spun 
theses of a disputatious and metaphysical pol- 
itics have been rudely swept away by the stern 
realities that now force themselves upon the 
attention of all. Who now could gain a lis- 
tening car in the attempt to convince the 
Southern people that their safety and prosj»cr- 
ity depended on the vehement assertion W a 
right to carry a surplus population of slaves 
(which surplus docs not exist) into regions 
where slaves could not go with comfort to 
themselves or profit to their owners? Or who 
conld now with confidence count upon the 
patience of a Northern audience in the effort 
to demonstrate the absolute necessity of pro- 
hibiting slavery in Territories where it could 
never find a footing, even under the fostering 
care of positive protective statutes? 

It is in the presence of current events thid 
we can best realize what shadows we were 
lately pursuing at the behest of party, and how 
great were the blessings which we have for- 
feited in such pursuit of objects that at best 
-furnished only questions which ministered to 
strife rather than to tho edification of the 
Commonwealth.

Washington, July 22. 

Our venerable and beloved Kentucky states- 
man, Hon. John J. Crittenden, has done efficient 
service to-day, in affirming the true origin of the 
civil war, its objects, and the proper time for its 
close'. He gave notice last Friday of his intention 
to offer a resolution, affirming: “ That the present 
deplorable civil war has been forced upon tho 
country by the disun ionista of the Southern 
States, now in revolt against the constitutional 
government and in arms around the Capital; 
That in this national emergency, Congress, ban- 
ishing all feelings of mere passion or resentment, 
will recollect only its duty to the whole country; 
That this war is not waged on their part in any 
spirit of oppression, nor for the purpose of con- 
quest or subjugation, nor for the purpose of over 
throwing or interfering with the rights or estab- 
lished institutions of those States, but to defend 
and maintain the supremacy of the Constitution 
and to preserve the Union, with all the dignitv, 
equality, and rights of the several States unim- 
paired; and that as soon as these objects are 
accomplished the war ought to cease.' This 
sententiously embodies the entire theory of the 
action of the Government, and ought to be re- 
ceived as an authoritative exposition of its de- 
signs. Mr. Burnett asked for the yeas and nays 
on the first division cf the resolution, that the 
war is the work of Southern disunionists now in 
revolt against the Government, hut he found only 
one other Representative, Mr. Reed of Mis- 
souri, to vote with him against this self-evi- 
dent assertion, so that the entire voice of 
the House, with these two exceptions was in 
support of the manifest truth. Mr. Burnett as 
sumes that the Federal troops are the aggrescors, 
and at the very time when rumors are tilling the 
capital of their repulse, and news of the sanguin- 
ary contest of yesterday, between Bull Run and 
Manassas Junction, is on every tongue, ho deemed 
it his duty to deny that secession is civil war, and 
that the army of Beauregard, whose cinnon were 
distinctly heard all day yesterday in our city, is 
not in revolt against the constitutional Govern- 
ment. On the other and remaining divisions o f 
the resolution, Mr. Burnett did not vote. Tho 
Hon. William H. Wadsworth called the attention 
of tho House to this omission, but Mr. Burnett 
refused to vote, unless the House would allow him 
to state his reasons for it. As be could have of- 
fered no novel views after the very many evi- 
dences which ho has given of his sympathy with 
treason and his cordial co-operation with tbo 
rebels, this was refused, and he therefore was si- 
lent. Perhaps it was a favor to him thus to pre- 
vent the elaboration of his unpatriotic views, and 
the House adopted tho noble sentiments of Mr. 
Crittenden, with but two dissenting voices. 

I regard this vote as most significant, and the 
result should he widely proclaimed throughout 
Kentucky, that her citizens may vote with a clear 
comprehension of the morale of this war, when 
selecting her members for the Legislature this 
day two weeks. Congresi has authorized an in- 
crease of the national debt to the large sum of 
five hundred millions of dollars, and called 
out five hundred thousand volunteers. The seces- 
sion papers in Kentucky will declare that this 
means coercion and subjugation, a war upon our 
slave institutions, and an evidence that the “irre- 
pressible conflict” is to l>e determimd at the can- 
non’s mouth and bayonet’s point. We have the 
asrertion of the popular branch of Congress, with 
such trifling opposition as to amount virtually to 
unanimity, that the war is not for conquest or 
subjugation and not for interference with the do- 
mestic institutions of any insurgent State, but 
simply to preserve unimpaired the Union and the 
rights, dignity and rquality of the States, and 
that as soon as these objects are accomplished the 
war ought to cease. It is now Jor those amorg 
you who have been seduced from their allegiance 
by dreams of States rights and the phantom fears 
of aggression upon their slave property to con- 
sider how far secession will guard and render 
secure those very institutions w’hich the Federal 
Government is determined to secure. Every 
step in the progress of the Federal army offers a 
refutation of the charge that it contemplates the 
liberation of slaves. Wherever fugitives from 
service come into its campj, aud their labor is 
used, the most accurate account of the time oc- 
cupied is preserved, that compensation may be 
made to their owners, aud all the family servants 
left by Gen. Lee w hen he deserted bis borne at 
Arlington Higbts and bis country are treated with 
the most scrupulous regard to the rights of their 
master, though he has so evidently forfeited them. 
Nolhiug can be more shallow than the device to 
mislead the loyal slaveholding States by asserting 
that slavory is imperilled by the action of th# 
Government.

Paducah, Ky., July 23, 1861. 

Gentlemen: Our city was thrown into a great 
state of excitement this morning on the arrival of 
the cars — when the fact was confirmed that the 
rebel* from Union City had visited Mayfield under 
the cover of night and stole all the guns there, 
consisting of one thousand and forty muskets and 
riles and six cannon. This was done on Satur- 
day night, the 6aroe evening Captain King aud 
hi3 company left here for Union City. I learn 
that Captaiu King pledged himself in writing be- 
fore leaving here that he would uot attempt to 
take the guns at Mayfield. When he arrived at 
Mayfield in the evening be made no attempt. On 
his arrival at Fulton Station, near the Tennessee 
liue, he was met by an Illinois company; they in 
connection with a portion of Capt. King's com- 
pany returned and took possession of the guns 
and conveyed them to Fulton, where a general 
scramble tock place for the guns. 

Two or three companies from Hickman and 
Fulton counties were there and participated in 
the spree for tho guns. Tho cannon were sent 
directly on to Union City. 

What will Gov. Magofiin think of this? Will 
he consider this a violation of bis neutrality f If 
not, will he inform his people what i.? Judge 
Wiiliamsia here for the purpose of informing his 
Excellency the Governor of what has transpired.

distinctly remembered that questions were put to 
the Union candidates whether thoy would voft 
men and money for the prosecution of a war to 
subjugate the South and liberate its slaves.

laws; and that, therefore, if elected, he should 
vote men and money for these purposes, lie has 
redeemed his |l»dge, and thero is not a loyal 
heart among his constituency which has not 
swelled with pride at the patriotic course of their 
representative. Mr. Burnett stands alone of the 
Kentucky delegation in favor of disarming the 
loyal troops and allowing the rebel forces to carry 
out all their criminal designs upon the happiness 
of our people, the unity of the States, and the 
integrity of the Constitution. I have ob- 

served with great gratification since the re- 
ceipt of the official returns of the Con- 
g moral election, that these gentlemen who an- 
swered the question put by their opponents to 
embarra s them, roost nearly in the spirit cf Mr. 
Crittenden's resolution, achieved tho lurgest 
gains and changes in their district'. 

I shall have no other opportunity of speaking 
to those of your readers who live in the hot-beds 
of secession than through the Weekly Journal of 
the 29th inst., and I take this occasion therefore 
to warn them against any imposition that may 
We practised upon them by designing men.

Paducah, Ky., July 20, 1861. 

Sirs: Madam rumor with her busy tongue has 
kept for the last month our people’s nerves great- 
I v excited by faying daily “On to narrow Padu 
cah is to be a military camp.' 

Yesterday morning this excitement was in- 
creased to fever heat by the arrival of the train 
over the N. & O. R. R. at an unusually early 
hour, and the marching of a company of soldiers 
toward the centre of the city and in the direction 
of the armory. The intensity of the excitement 
was somewhat allayed among the crowd when 
silutations were seen to be exchanged between 
the aoldian and citizens, and, upon their nearer 
approach, the recognition of many faces told us it 
was Capt. H. C. King's company from Union 
City, returning. Upon their approaching near 
the armory, an old member of tho State Guard, 
and a violent secessionist, stepped up and unlock- 
ed the door, and they all immediately entered, 
showing conclusively that they were not unex- 
pected visitors to some present — that their pras- 
eice meant^not evil towards all. This armory 
was rented by the State for the benefit of the 
inembeisof Ihe Kentucky State Guard, and yet 
these meu who had forsworn nil allegiance to 
Keutucky and her interests were permitted not 
only to enter but to occupy it as a camp for two 
diys. 

In a short time after tboir arrival quite a crowd 
gathered around the armory to learn if possible

it was given to me by an officer of the company. 
This officer told me that they bad left Union City 
and come into Kentucky iu search of arms; that 
they had made two unsuccessful attempts in the 
last two weeks to take those arms at Mav field, 
but now they intended to have them before they 
went hack to camp in Tennessee; that they had 
two other companies from Union City and COO se- 
cessionists living in Graves county to aid them in 
this stealing enterprise; that they expected to 
find the one hundred Minie rifles formerly used by 
the Paducah City Guards, in the armory; that 
they intended to take these und send them back 
as soon as they succeeded in capturing the 1,200 
stand and the six cannon that were at Mayfield 
and carried them into the Southern Confederacy; 
that they expected to have to fight the Union 
men in Mayfield and they wanted the Paducah 
guns to do it with; that they had made a forced 
march in tho night that they might make the 
connection with the train, inducing the Mayfield 
people to believe that thoy had all gone through, 
although tiro companies had stopped beyond May- 
field, and that the plans were all made and the 
time and place appointed where the 600 secession- 
iits in the county of Graves were to meet and aid 
them. This officer expressed his surprise it ihose 
Minie rifles not being in the armory w'here they 
w r ere a few' days previous, when Capt. King was 
here on his voyage of discovery, and asked me if 
I knew where they were. I answered that I did 
not, nor did I believe that any Union man could 
tell him whore they were; they were spirited 
away at night, probably by tho K. G. C.'s; at 
least some of them know of their whereabouts. 

Their secession friends finding they could not 
get the Minie rifles, told them of forty stands of 
muskets in the third story of Daly & Co.’s a tori 
room, belonging to tho State, and sent here ft-r 
distribution through General Buckner. These 
they resolved to have. Captain King detailed a 
squad of men headed by his Lieutenant to call on 
Daly and demand the guns, which he did and was 
deuied, which denial was all a ruse, as you will 
see, for dufing the night all of them were brought 
down from the third story and placed at tho back 
door of the first floor, (who placed thorn there?) 
and the first thing the clerk knew when ho opened 
the door in the morning was these soldiers, aided 
by some of the citizens, carrying off these guns 
to the armory which they wore occupying as their 
quarters. Tharks are due Mayor Sauner, who, 
although an .ardent friend in all things of the 
Confederate States, has the principle of justice 
and right so largely mixed in bis nature, 
that they were not permitted to keep them 
they were sent back just before the leas- 
ing of the train in the evening Jto the sanc- 
tum of his Honor. It would have astonished 
any one who has any regard for justice and right 
to have seen tho number of friends this move 
Went had in our city; and many of those who op- 
posed it did so, not from the high moral wrong of 
the act, or the outrageous injustice doue the State 
of Kentucky, or k the irjury done the balance of 
the citizens of the place, hut from tbo fact that it 
would inaugurate the policy that Kentucky’s po- 
sition of neutrality was not to be respected and 
thereby ( pen the door for Lincoln’s troop3 to t&ko 
possession of the city — they objected not to the 
act but 10 the consequences that would arise from 
it. Capt. King and his men went off muttering 
and dissatisfied. 1 have given you chapter 1st of 
this secession enterprise, and chapter 2d will I e 
sent you soon, giving you a history of this just und 
fair-dealiug Captain King and company from here 
to their camp. Every word is true — not a touch 
of paint about it. Y’oura truly, VIATOR. 

I*. S. — July 21. — l failed to mail this letter 
upon yesterday, in order that I might give you 
further particulars. A. R Boone, County Judge 
of Graves, went out with Capt. King's company 
upon yesterday from this city. Before he started 
he was offered men to guard the guns against the 
seizure of King. He declined them", saying 1: 
coul 1 and would protect them. Capt. King and 
his First Lieutenant passed on through to the 
Stale line, leaving his men behind, with orders 
to bring all those guos, which they did, the peo 
pie of MaytielJ, even Judge Boone, whose duty 
it is made, did not prevent it. Twelve hundred 
stand of arms aud six cannoD, belonging to the 
State of Kentucky, seized und curried off, do per 
son knows wber*! Capt. King gave his word of 
honor, before he left Pdlucah, that those guns ut 
Mayfield should not be disturbed by him or his 
men, and that be would quietly go back to Camp 
Brown at Union City. VIATOR.

GkxtlkMen: In ray last coinmcnirution to you, 
I gave as a rumor that the coldiers from Union 
City, Tonn., would be among u* in a few day 
"Well, sure enough, 1 hey arrived on the Friday 
morning train fo'in Mayfield, Ky., amounting to 
about one hundred. They were a hard-looking 
set of men. The company consisted exclusively 
of Kentuckians who had been sworn in to suppoi 
the Southern Confederacy. Ilcnry Clay King, of 
Memphis, Toon., their Captain, accompanied 
them. They made for the arm ry of the Ken 
lucky State Guards, thinking they would find the 
State arms there, but, from some cause, they had 
been removed to a safe place. 

Great excitement followed their entrance into 
oar city; wo knew not how many were coming in 
their rear. The problem now to he solved, what 
did they come for? line, we concluded, would 
tell the tale. As soon as they ft und out the guns 
bad been removed from the armory, Lieut. Gun 
dy, with fifteen men, demanded them of Captain 
Daly. He refused to give them up. Here a row 
was for a while anticipated, but prudence pre- 
vailed. 

The volunteers at Union City have no arms, 
and Capt. King concluded be would visit this 
city and get our arms, as he thought, without 
opposition, then return to Mayfield and make 
clean sweep of everything there. Mark what I 
tell you, if Gov. Magi ilia does not remove tbo 
arms now at May field, l hat Tennessee troops will 
have them. They will return with their arms 
aud take the last one of them. This was one of 
Capt. Tilghinan's last strategic movements in 
removing the arms from this place to Mayfield. 

The troops at Union City complain of their 1< - 
cation, thero being but little water in the neigh- 
borhood. A change will follow their piosent 
movement. I am disposod to believe they will 
encamp near this place before long. LverytLing 
indicates an early movement in some direction. 
Now, I ask you is not this a clear case of inva- 
sion by the Southern Confederacy for a hostile 
purpose— to cbtain guns hero and then proceed lo 
Mayfield and there take, by force, what they 
could hot get peaceably? 

I ask you, gentlemen, if this matter should not 
be investigated l»y the oflici&ls of the State? I 
want you 10 present the above facts, with all 
tbeir bearngs, in your most excellent Journal. 

I shall keep you fully posted as to matters in 
this part >f the State. A great game is now be- 
ing plavid hero on a large scale to force Ken- 
tucky out of the Union. 

Some ol the most knowing ones saj' they have 
a pledge Fom Gov. Harris, of Tennessee, that 1 e 
will not ngard the neutrality of Kentucky much 
longer, anl wbat is now transpiring goes to prove 
the dwhmtion. 

I again warn you to keep your ear turned to- 
wards tbs Purchase. We hive groat men iu this 
region, and they will peifortn great deeds. 

One word more before 1 dose. All these sol- 
diers wLo have enlisted in tho Southern Confed- 
eracy, and have sworn to support the Constitu- 
tion, say they are coming home to vote on the 
first Moadav in August.

Mr. Montgome- 
ry it is said, was engaged in an altercation with 
a citizen of Clarksville, when Mr. Joj’cs interfered, 
endeavoring to induce Montgomery to desist. A 
quarrel then ensued between Messrs. Montgom- 
ery and Joyes, during which Mr. M. snapped a 
pistol at Mr. J. A fiat fight was the result, in 
the midst of which Montgomery drew a navy re- 
volver upon Joyes, which Joyes wrested from his 
hand, firing upon Montgomery, the ball taking 
effect in Mr. M.’s breast. Mr. Montgomery still 
survived yesterday, but the wound was thought 
to be fatal. Mr. Joyes was arrested at once, ex- 
amined, and acquitted upon the ground that the 
shooting was done in self-defence.

His wife was then called out — 
the fiends pointed to tho dead body of her hus- 
band, and she was coolly told that “she bad bet- 
ter take care of it, they bad no further use for it.” 
An old man and his wife were ordered away from 
their home, in the northern part of Chariton, the 
same night. They were not permitted to take 
anything out of the hou»e with them. A horse 
and saddle were taken away, and they walked 15 
miles across the prairies in the night to seek pro- 
tection.

Early seeing the 
danger of it, we lost no opportunity of suggest- 
ing, or of seconding, or of commonding and sup- 
porting, to the extent of our ability and with an 
earnestness duo to the magnitude of the interests 
involved, any and every feasible scheme which 
secemod to insure a reasonable adjustment of the 
unhappy quarrel. Thus we urged a settlement 
on tbe bans offered by the propositions of Critten- 
den, of Douglas, and of Kellogg. To those bases, 
rightly understood, wo saw nothing which either 
Nbrth or Ibouth ought to object — nothing which 
the one could not grant or ofTer and the other 
accept— nothing which involved a real sacrifice 
on tho pnrt of either. There was a time when, 
as we think, (however others may differ from 
us.) certain concessions, which could bsve been 
gracefully made by the Republican party, would 
have saved the naiion the trouble of dealing with 
secession in any case but that of South Carolina. 
But that was not the opinion of that party. That 
party took its ground — which, of course, as a 
mere party it had a right to take, and was in 
fact true — that the}' were cot bound to make any 
such concessions. That party had possession of 
the Government in one of its departments, and 
nothing could be done in that way. They con- 
tended they bad done nothing wrong, which in 
one sense was true, as was their claim that thev 
had not violated the Constitution, and that se- 
cession, while it was wrong in itself, had no 
ground to stand upon insido of the Constitution, 
and was left simply with the plea of wrongs 
done the seceding States. Notwithstanding, then, 
the stubbornness of tho Republicans, and allow- 
ing that thousands of Union-loving men, not Re- 
publicans, were aggrieved at this stubbornness, 
secession could not take up arms neither justly 
nor with any hopes of ultimate success. Thou- 
sands and scores of thousands of men attached to 
the Union, but opposed to the Republican partv, 
could not and would not, though symputhi/.ing 
with the South and willing to grant all asked, 
sustain a course which must end in civil war, 
and if not in disunion, at least in destruc- 
tion and distress incalculable, while it might 
imperil our inst itutions. Secession stood as a doc- 
trine upon at least exceedingly doubtful grounds: 
ear own opinion of it has never been concealed. 
But the Union and the Constitution stood upon no 
such grounds. Hence, when the issue was once 
fairly made, the results which followed need not 
astonish us. The people outside of the seceded 
States, with the exception of parties in what are 
usually known as the Border States, were a unit 
in support of that which they felt they could sup- 
port without a question as to its right fulness. 
The Union in its entirety they felt ought to be 
sustained; they felt that within the requirements 
of the Constitution, the obedience of the seceded 
States was due to tbe Government which extend- 
ed over it; — a war upon it by these States was 
like a war upon it by a foreign power, and was to 
he resisted in thesame way. Hence that uprising, 
which must have startled our erring fellow-coun- 
trymen in the seceded States as a phenomenon, 
not confined to any political party. All predic- 
tions of divisions among these people — that the 
Democrats would not rally to the Hag of the 
Union — were shown to be worthless. They did 
rally, and have all along presented — as they pre- 
sent to-day — a solid front. 

We have now very briefly adverted to a few 
leading facts in the history of the past six 
months. Thev may he considered, if one pleases, 
in connection with the great fact that the United 
States government, backed by an immense ma- 
jority of tbe American people, and sustained bv 
the resources of that part of these States which 
is most varied in its resources and has by far the 
best command of all tbe sinews of war, has pro- 
claimed it to be its duty to mair.tiin the Union. 
All understand the meaning of such a phrase. 

It has now a significance which few will overlook. 

It has a practical power which every recurring 
day’s events are rapidly evolving. 

The United States government, with the cor- 
dial assent of a large part of the nation, has not 
only proclaimed tha» the Union must be main- 
tained, but to repeat our intimation more express- 
ly, is determined to maintain it. Its determina- 
tions are now being executed by an array of 
strength which it is useless to deny; and which 
we think in the end must be irresistible. No 
matter what may be our prejudices — no matter 
how we may dislike tbe course or character of 
the Republican party proper— no matter how 
much or rightfully we may condemn (and we 
shall not cease to condemn when we think it 
right) certain acts of the Administration or of its 
suliordinate?; we cannot gainsay the fact that it 
is not Mr. Lincoln— it is no officer of his Cabi- 
net — it is no mere Administration which is wag- 
ing this war. The war is waged by a large part 
of the nation, in the belief that it is the right 
and duty of the nation to wage it. 

By some, we have no doubt, this war is waged 
from most unrighteous and wicked motives. With 
some it is an outburst of passionate hatred and 
revenge. The Tribune ?<hool desires to make it 
a war of slavery extinguishment and Southern 
subjugation. But these parties do not represent 
that vast majority who support this war. In fact, 
these parties are as thoroughly disunion inen as 
the seceders themselves. The great heart of that 
part of the nation beats in response to the call of 
this war from a sincere, honest, patriotic desire 
to preserve for themselves and their posterity a 
Union once blessed and beneficent beyond human 
computatien, and which they conscientiously and 
fondly hope may still again be made so. They do 
it from no antipathy to their Southern brethren — 
from n«» desire to abuse, mortify, or injure them. 
They do it hoping that Southern men will qui- 
etly take tbe same view of their motives, and be 
satisfied that the only object of the great majority 
of tbe supporters of the war has been, not hatred 
of the South, but simply an earnest desire to pre- 
serve, both for themselves and for the people of 
the whole Union, the inestimable advantages 
they have hitherto enjoyed. They look f.rwaid 
hopefully to the time when the clouds and dark- 
ness which now hover over the nation will be 
dispersed— when another and purer light than 
ever will break in; and both sections, “letting 
by gones be by-gone?, ” will be admonished to 
treat each other in a more friendly aul fraternal 
spirit than at any time heretofore. 

Observations in Missouri, either with the direct 
view of throwing its fortunes into hotchpot with 
the seceded States, or the lees direct one of creat- 
ing a division in favor of their armies, appear to 
us absurd and suicidal. We beg Missourians to 
take the film from their eyes, and to see things 
as they are. We beg them no longer to see them 
as they are presented to them through dangerous- 
ly decepl i ve and disturb* d mediums. Their prop- 
erty, their comfort, and their lives are too valua- 
ble, the welfare of their families is too precious, 
to be staked against the terrible odds which they 
mistakenly, or, misled bv a generous ardor, so 
blindly encounter. For this press, which has 
stood up more than half a century, advocating 
and contending for everything it deemed best cal- 
culated to advance the interests and welfare of 
Missouri, to counsel to such euicide would be a 
catastrophe such as we hope may never yet befall 
it. We have so far done all in our power to save 
Missouri from the calamities which some of her 
depraved politicians, ope*ating upon her brave 
and generous, but imprudent and misguided sons, 
have tried to precipitate upon her. We shall still 
labor to abate all such evils a.- have overtaken us, 
and when the.-o e\ il traces have passed away it 
shall not he said of us with truth or justice that 
we contributed to them. 



Description of the Great Battle at Bull s 

Run.— T he New York Times of Tuesday contains 
the following description of the battle of the 21st. 
which was written by Mr. Raymond, who was an 
eye witness: 

As I telegraphed you yesterday, the attack was 
made in three columns, two of which, however, 
were mainly feints, intended to amuse and occu- 
py the enemy, whilo the substantial work was 
done by the third. It has been known for a long 
time that the range of hills which border the 
small swampy stream known as Bull’s Run, has 
lx>en very thoroughly and exten-ivelv fortified 
by the rebals — that batteries had been planted at 
every available point, usually concealed in the 
woods and bushes which abound iu that vicinity, 
and covering every way of approach to the region 
beyond. These are the advance defensos of Ma- 
nassas Junction, which is some three miles further 
oft’. Until these were carried, no approach could 
be made to that place; and after they should be 
carried others of a similar character would have 
to be overcome at every point where they could 
be erected. The utmost that military skill and 
ingenuity could accomplish for the defence of this 
point was done. Gen. McDowell was unwilling 
to make an attack directly in face of those bat- 
teries, as it would be of doubtful issue, and must 
inevitably result in a very serious loss of life. 
After an attack had been resolved upon, there- 
fore, be endeavored to find some way of turning 
the position. His first intention was to do this 
on the Southern side— to throw a strong column 
into the place from that direction, whilo a feigned 
attack should be made in front. Oa Thursday 
when the troops were advanced to Centreville, it 
was found that the roads on the south side of 

these positions were almost impracticable that 

they were narrow, crooked, and stony, and that it 
would be almost impossible to bring up enough 
artillery to be effective in the lime required This 
original plan was, therefore, abandoned, and Fri- 
day was devoted to an examination by the topo- 
graphical engineers of the northern side of the 
position. 

Maj >r Barnard and Captain Whipple recon- 
noitred the place for miles around, and reported 
that the position could be entered by a path com- 
ing from the north, though it was somewhat long 
and circuitous. This was selected, therefore, as 
the mode and point of attack. 

On Saturday the troops were all brought closely 
up to Centreville, and all needful preparations 
were made for the attack which was intended for 
the next day. Yesterday morning, therefore, the 
army marched by two roads— Col. Richardson 
with bis command taking the Southern, which 
leads to Bull’s Run, and Gen. Tyler the North- 
ern-running parallel to it at a distance of about 
a mile and a half. The movement commenced at 
about 3 />’clock. I got up a little before 4, 
and found the long line of troops extended far out 
on either road. I took the road by which Col. 
Hunter with his command and Gen. McDowell 
and staff had gone, and pushed on directly for the 
front. After going out about two miles' Colonel 
Hunter turned to the right, marching obliquely 
towards the Hun, which he ,was to cross some 
four miles higher up and then come down upon 
the intrenched positions of the enemy on the oth- 
er side. Col. Miles was left at Centroville and on 
the road, with reserves which he was to bring up 
whenever they might be needed. Gen. Tyler 
went directly forward to engage the enemy in 
front and send reinforcements to Col. Hunter 
whenever it should be seen that he was engaged. 

I went out, as I have already stated, upon the 
northern road. It is hilly, like all the surface of 
this section. After going out about throe miles, 
you come to a point down which tho road, leading 
through a forest, descends— then it proceeds by a 
succession of rising and falling knolls for a quar- 
ter cf a mile, when it crosses a stone bridge and 
then ascends by a steady slope to the higbts be- 
yond. At the top of that slope, the rebels had 
planted heavy batteries, and the woods below 
were filled with their troops and with concealed 
cannon. We proceeded down the road to the first 
of the small knolls mentioned, when the whole 
column billed. The 30-pounder Parrott gun, 
which has a longer range than anv other in the 
army, was planted directly in the' road. Capt. 
Ayres’ battery was stationed in the woods a little 
to the right. Tho First Ohio and Second New 
York Regiments were thrown into the woods in 
advance on the left. The Sixty-ninth New 
York, the First, Second and Third Connecticut 
regiments were ranged behind them, and the Sec- 
ond Wisconsin was thrown into the woods on the 
right. At about half-nast six o’clock, the 30- 
pounder threw two shells directly into the bat- 
tery, at the summit of the slope, on the opposite 
hight, one of which, as 1 learned afterward, 
struck and exploded directly in the midst of the 
battery, and occasioned the utmost havoc and 
confusion. After about half an hour, Captain 
Ayres threw ten or fifteen shot and shell from his 
battery into the same place. But both filled to 
elicit any reply. Men could Imseen moving about 
the opposite slope, but tbe batteries were silent. 
An hour or so afterwards we heard three or four 
heavy gur.s from Col. Richardson’s colomn at 
Bull’s Run, and these were continued at intervals 
for two or three hours, but they wore not an- 
swered, even by a single gun. It was very clear 
that tbe enemy intended to take his own time for 
paving his respects to us, and that he meant, 
moreover, to do il in his own way. Meantime wo 
could hear in the distance the sound of Col. Hun- 
ter’s axmen, clearing his wav, and awaited with 
some impitience the sound of bis cannon on the 
opposite bights. Time wore along with occa- 
sional shots from our guns, as well as those of 
Col. Richardson's column, but without, in a sin- 
gle instance, receiving any reply. 

At a little before 11 o'clock, the Fir t Ohio and 
Second New Y’ork, which were lying in the wood 
on tbe left, were ordered to advance. They did 
so — passing out of the road and climbing a fence 
into a wood opposite, which they were met by a 
tremendous discharge of a four gun batterv, 
planted at the left in the woods, mainly for the 
purpose of sweeping tbe road perpendicularly and 
the open field on its right by which alone troop* 
could pass forward to the opposite bank. They 
were staggered for a moment, and received orders 
to retire. Captain Ayres' Battery (formerly 
Sherman’. 4 *) was advanced a little so as to com- 
mand this batterv, and by twenty minutes of vig- 
orous play upon it, silenced it completely. 

At half past eleven we heard Hunter’s guns on 
the opposite height, over a mile to the right. Ha 
was answered by batteries there, and then follow- 
ed the sharp, rattling volleys of musketry, as 
their infantry became engaged. The firing was 
now incessant. Hunter had come upon them sud- 
denly, and formed his line of battle upon in an 
open field, at the right of the road. The enemy 
drew up to oppose him, but he speedily drove 
them to retreat and followed them up with tbe 
greatest vigor and rapidity. Meantime, for some 
three hours previous, we had seen long lines of 
dense dust rising from the roads leading from Ma- 
nassas, and, with the glass, we could very clearly 
perceive that they were raised by the constant 
and steady stream of re- enforcements, whith 
continurd'to pour in nearly the whole day. 

The Sixty-ninth. Seventy-ninth, Second, and 
Eighth New York— the First, Second, and Third 
Connecticut, and the Second Wisconsin were 
brought forward in advance of the wood and 
marched across the field to the right, to go to 
Col. Hunter's support. They crossed the inter- 
vening stream and drew up in a small open field, 
separated from Col. Hunter's column by a danse 
wood which was filled with batteries and infant- 
ry. Our guns continued to play upon the woods 
which thus concealed tbe enemy, and aided ma- 
terially in clearing them for the advance. Going 
down to the extreme front of the column, I could 
watch the progress of Col. Hunter, marked bv 
the constant roar of the artillery and the roll of 
musketry, as he pushed the rebels back from point 
to point. At 1 o’clock be had driven them out of 
the woods and across the road, which was the 
prolongation of that on which we stood. Here, 
by the side of their batteries, the rebels made a 
stand. They planted their tiag directly in the 
road, and twice charged acrt*s it upon our meo, 
but without moving them an inch. Ttiey were met 
by a destructive tire, and were compelled to fall 
still farther luck. Gradually the poiut of tire 
passed farther away, until the danse clouds of 
smoke which marked the progress of the combat 
were at least half a mile to the left of what had 
been tho central position of the rebels. 

It was now 1% o'clock. I was at the ad- 
vanced point of tbe front of our column, some 
hundred rods Iteyond the woods, in which the few 
troops then thero were drawn up, when I decided 
to drive back to the town for the purpose of send- 
ing you my despatch. As I passed up the road 
tbe balls and shell from the uuemy began to fall 
with more than usual rapidity. I did not see the 
point from which they came: but meeting Capt. 
Ayres, be said be was about to bring up his bat- 
tery, supported by tbe Ohio Brigade, under Gen. 
Schenck, to repel a rumored attempt of cavalry 
to ouitlaDk this column. As I went 
forward he )iassed down. General Scbenck's 
Brigade was at once drawn up across tbe 
road, and Capt. Ayres' guns were planted on 
a knoll at the left, when a powerful body of reb- 
els, with a heavy battery, came down’from the 
direction of Bull’s Run, and engaged tiiis force 
with tremendous effect. I went to Centreville, 
sent off my despatch, and started with all speed 
to return, intending to go with our troops to what 
had been the hotly contested field, never doubting 
lor a moment that it would remain in their handi. 

I had gone but a quarter of a mile when we met 
a great number of fugitives, and cur carriage 
soon became entangled in a mass of baggage wag- 
ons. the officer in charge of which told me it was 
useless to go in that direction, as our troops were 
retreating. Not crediung the story, which was 
utterly inconsistent with what I had seen a little 
while before, 1 continued to push on. I soon met 
IJnartermasier Stetson, of the Fire Zouaves, who 
told me, bursting into tears, that his regiment 
had been utterly cut to pieces, that the Colonel 
and Lieutenant Colonel were both killed, and that 
our troops had actually been repulsed. I still 
tried to proceed, but the advancing columns ren- 
dered it impossible, and I turned about. Leav- 
ing my carriage, I went to a high point of ground 
and raw, by the dense cloud of dust which rose 
over each of the three roads by whieh the three 
columns of the army had advanced that they 
weie all on the retreat. 

bbarp duebarges of cannon in their rear indi- 
ca'ed mat they were being pursued. I waited 
half an hour or so to observe tbe troops and bat- 
teries as they arrived, and then started for Wash- 
ington to send my despatch and write this le ter. 
A* I came past the hill oa which the secessionists 
had their entrenchments less than a week ago I 
saw our forces taking up positions for a defence if 
they should be assailed. 

1 hear nothing, on every side, but the warme-t 
and heartiest commendation of our troops. They 
fought like veterans. The rebels did not, in a 
single instance, stand before them in a charge, 
and were shaken by every .volley of their mus- 
ketry. 



The Fortune of War — Yesterday morning the 
body of Char<'8 McCook — broth'er cf Colonel 
McCook, of the Second Ohio Regiment — was 
brought to the city, in a little wagon driven by 
the venerable Judze, the father of the young 
man, and escorted by a fquad of his regiment. 
Judge McCook has six sjns in tho army, and this 
was the voungest— a youth of about eighteen 
years. The carriage drove up to the door of 
Judge McCook’s residence, on the avenue near 
Seventh street, and was immediately surrounded 
by a crowd of persons, whose ?yn:patbies were 
much excited by tbe distress exhibited by the 
family .— yalknuU Intelligencer, 22 d.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES. 
Passed at the First Session of the 87th Congress. 

[Public — No. 2. | 

AN ACT to provide for the payment of the mi- 
litia and volunteers called into the service of 
the United States from the time they were 
called into service to the thirtieth day of June, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-one. 
lie it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the i hired States of A merica in 
Congress assembled , That thero be and hereby h 
appropriated, out of any money in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, the sum of five mil- 
lions seven hundred and sixty thousand dollars, 
or so much thereof as may tie necessary, to en- 
able tho Government to pay the militia and vol- 
unteers called into service of the United States, 
being an additional amount required for the fiscal 
year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-one. 

Approved, July 13, 1861. 

[Public.— N o. 3 ] 

AN ACT furtner to provide for the collection of 
duties on imports and for other purposes. 

He it enacted Ay the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States oj America in 
Congress assembled. That whenever it shall, in the 
judgment of the President, by reason of unlawful 
combinations of persons in opposition to the laws 
of the United States, become impracticable to 
execute the revenue laws and collect the duties 
on imports by the ordinary means, in the ordinary 
way, at any port of entry in any collec’ion dis- 
trict, he is authorized to cause such duties to be 
collected at any port of delivery ia said district 
until such obstruction shall cease; and in such 
case the surveyors at said ports of deliver}' shall 
be clothed with all the powers and be subject to 
all the obligations of collectors at ports of entry; 
and the Secretary of the Treasury, with the ap- 
probation of the President, shall appoint such 
number of weighers, gaugers, measurers, inspec- 
tors. appraisers, and clerks as may be necessarv, 
in bis judgment, for the faithful execution of tbe 
revenue laws at said ports of delivery, and shall 
fix and establish the limits within which such 
ports of delivery are constituted ports of entry as 
aforesaid; and all the provisions of law regulaiing 
the issue of marine papors, the coasting trade, 
the warehousing of imports, and collection of du- 
ties shall apply to the ports of entry so consti- 
tuted in the same manner as they do to ports of 
entry established by the laws now in force. 

Bee. 2. And be it further enacted, That if, from 
the cause mentioned in the foregoing section, in 
the judgment of the President, tbe revenue from 
duties on imports cannot be effectually collected 
at any port of entry in any collection district, in 
the ordinary way and by the ordinary means, or 
bv the course provided in the foregoing section, 
then, and in that case, he may direct that the 
custom- house for the district be established in anv 
secure place within said district, either on laud or 
on board any vessel in said district or at sea near 
the coast; and in such case the collector shall re- 
side at such place, or on shipboard, as the case 
may be, and there detain all vessels and cargoes 
arriving within or approaching «aid district, until 
tbe duties imposed by law on said vessels and their 
cargoes are paid in cash: Provided, That if the 
owner or consignee of the cargo on board any 
vc*el detained as aforesaid, or the master of said 
vessel, shall desire to enter a port of entry in any 
other district in tbe United States where no sucti 
obstructions to the execution of the laws exist, 
the master of such veesel may be permitted so to 
change tho destination of the vessel and cargo in 
his manifest, whereupon the collector shall deliv- 
er him a written porinit to proceed to the port so 
designated: Awl provided further. That the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall, with the approba- 
tion of tbe President, make proper regulations 
for the enforcement on shipboard of such provis- 
ions of the laws regulating the assessment and 
collection of duties as in his judgment may be 
necessary and practicable. 

Sec 3. And be it further enacted, TbAt it shall 
be unlawful to take any vessel or cargo detained 
as aforesaid from the custody of the proper offi- 
cers of the customs, unless by process of some 
court of the United States; and in case of any 
attempt otherwise to take such vessel or cargo by 
any force, or combination, or assemblage of per- 
sons, too great to ho overcome by tbe officers of 
tho customs, it shall and may be lawful for the 
President, or such person or persons as he shall 
have empowered for that purpose, to emplov such 
part of the army or navy or militia of the United 
States, or such force pf citizen volunteers as may 
be deemed necessary Tor the purpose of prevent- 
ing the removal of such vessel or cargo, and pro- 
tecting the officers of the customs in retaining 
tbe custody thereof. 

Sec. 4. .1 nd be it further enacted. That if, in the 
judgment of the President, from the cause men- 
tioned in the first section of this ac f , the duties 
upon imports in any collection district cannot be 
effectually collected by the ordinary means and 
in the ordinary wav, or in tho mode and manner 
provided in the foregoing sections of this act, 
then and in that Case tbe President is hereby em- 
powered to close the port or ports of entty in said 
district, and in such cose give notice thereof by 
proclamation; and thereupon all right of impor- 
tation, warehousing, and other privileges incident 
to ports of entry Ahail cea<*e and be discontinued 
at such port so closed, until opened by the order 
of the President on the cessation of such obstruc- 
tions; and if, while said ports are so closed, any 
ship or vessel from beyond tbe United States, or 
having on board any articles subject to duties, 
shall enter or attempt to enter any such port, the 
same, together with its tackle, apparel, furniture, 
and cargo, shall be forfeited to the United States. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted. That when- 
ever the President, iu purMiance of the provisions 
of the second section of tbe act entitled “An act 
to provide for calling forth the militia to execute 
the laws of the Union, suppress insurrections, and 
repel invasions, and to repeal the act now in force 
for that purpose,” approved February 28, 1785, 
shall have called forth tbe militia to suppress 
combinations against the laws of the United 
States, and to cause the laws to be duly execu- 
ted, and the insurgents shall have failed to dis- 
perse by the time directed by the President, and 
when said insurgents claim to act under the au- 
thority of any State or States, and such claim is 
not disclaimed or repudiated by the persons exer- 
cising the functions of government in such State 
or States, or in the part or parts thereof in which 
said cooibination exists, nor such insurrection 
suppressed by said State or States, then and in 
such case it may and shall be lawful for tbe 
President, by proclamation, to declare that the 
inhabitants of such State, or any section or part 
thereof, where such insurrection exists, are in a 
state of insurrection against the United State?; 
and thereupon all commercial intercourse by and 
between thesame and the citizens thereof and 
the citizens of the rest of the United States shall 
cease and be unlawful so long as such condition of 
hostility shall continue; and all goods and chat- 
tels, wares and merchandise, coming from said 
State or section into the other parts of the United 
States, and all proceeding to such State or sec- 
tion, by land or water, shall, together with the 
vessel or vehicle conveying the same, or convey- 
ing persons to or from such State or section, be 
forfeited to the United State?: Provided, however, 
That the President may, in his discretion, license 
and permit commercial intercourse with any such 
part of said State or section, the inhabitants of 
which are so declared in a state of insurrection, 
in such articles and for such time and by such 
persons as he, in his discretion, may think most 
conducive to tbe public interest; and such inter- 
course. so far as by him licensed, shall be con- 
ducted and carried on only in pursuance of rules 
and regulations prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury. And the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry may appoint such officers at places where 
officers of tbe customs are not now authorized by 
law as may be needed to caiTy into effect such 
licenses, rules, and regulation?; and officers of 
the customs and other officers shall receive for 
services under this section and under said rules 
and regulations such fees and compensation as 
are allowed for similar service under other pro- 
visions of law. 

Sec. G. And be it further enated, That from 
and after fifteen days after the issuing of the said 
pochmation, as provided in tbe last foregoing 
section of this act, any ship or vessel belonging 
in whole or in part to any citizen or inhabitant of 
said State or part of a State whose inhabitants 
are so declared in a state of insurrection, found at 
sea, or in any port of the rest of the United 
States, shall be forfeited to the United States. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted. That in the 
execution of t he provisions of this act, and of the 
other laws of the United States providing for the 
collection of duties o’* imports and tonnage, it 
may and shall bo lawful for the President, in ad- 
dition to the revenue cutters in service, to employ 
in aid thereof such other suitable vessels as may, 
in his judgment, be required. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted. That the for- 
feiture* and penalties incurred by virtue of this 
act may be mitigated or remitted, in pursuance 
of the authority vested in the Secretary of the 
Treasury by the act entitled “An act providing 
for mitigating or remitting tbe forfeitures, penal- 
ties, and disabilities accruing in certain cases 
therein mentioned,” approved March thiid, sev- 
enteen hundred and ninety-seven, or in cases 
where special circumstances may seem to require 
it, according to regulations to be prescribed by 
tbe Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 'J. And be it further enacted. That pro- 
ceedings on seizures for forfeitures under this act 
may be pursued in the courts of the United States 
in any district into which the property so seized 
may be taken and proceedings instituted; and 
such courts shall have and entertain as full juris- 
diction over the same as if the seizure was made 
in that district. 

Approved, July 13, 1861. 

From Southwest Missouri —The correspond- 
ent of the St. Louis Democrat, writing from 
Spring field under date of July 20th, says: 

Col. Sigel has reorganized bis regiment f3r 3 
years service, about 600 of his former men re-en- 
listing. < Hhers desire to visit tbeir families in St. 
Louis, and see what are business pro?p 3 ctfl. 

Col. Salomon is reorganizing, receiving manv 
recruits from this vicinity. The entire force now 
here ia over 8,000, but very few of whom will 
return at tbe expiration of their three months 
term of service. 

Gen. Sweeney, with half of tbe Iowa regiment, 
several companies of the Kansas First, and reg- 
ulars enough to make a foica of 1,200, with one 
section of artillery, will leave to-day for Forsyth, 
on White river. 

The other troops in Gen. Lvon’s command left 
Camp Sigel, twelve miles northwest of here, this 
morning, and nearly all of then go into camp at 
IJttle 1 ork, on the Mount Vernon road, ten miles 
west of here. Ocher offensive movements will 
take place next week. 

McCullough has retired from the State with his 
forces, having again gone into camp at Camp 
Walker, between Maysville and Bowmansville, 
Arkansas. Jackson s force is some twelve or fif- 
teen miles this side, with about 10,000 law, un- 
disciplined, uncontrollable men. They are poorly 
armed, and are really more dangerous to them- 
selves than formidable to their enemies. McCul- 
lough’s foies, though not over half so large, is 
welt armed and moderately well disciolined. 

Government is buying all tbe new wheat offer- 
ing, paving the handsome price here of one dol- 
lar per bushel. Tbe milL are kept runring con- 
stantly, manufacturing it into flour for the use of 
the army. 



Tremendous Flood. — We learn from the 
L\banon Kentuckian that tbe neighborhood cn 
Piather s Creek, in the lower part of Marion co., 
w is visited on Thursday by one of the most <*e- 
?tr active and singular floods of water ever wit- 
nessed in that section. A black cloud gathered 
overhead, indicating nothing unusual until the 
rain began to fall, when in a few moments the 
whole face of the earth wa 9 inundated with wa- 
tor. So rapid did it rise that it was with diffi- 
culty any person could escape \ic fury. Fences 
were washed away, and whole fields where 
grain had been left out were completely cleared 
of their contents. D. L. Graves, who was on his 
way with the corpse of a negro servant to the bu- 
rial ground, stopped in a school house liardby to 
shelter from the rain. lie had been there but a 
f minutes when tbe water came rushing down 
likes the waves of tbe sea. The house was soon 
fl >oded, and he founded it n ec es sa ry to leave. He 
and the balance of the company waidod out waist 
deep in water. They had not more than made 
their escape when the house fell and floated off*. 
Looking around to see what had become of his 
horses and wagon containing the corpse— they 
had disappeared. After considerable search the 
horses and wagons was found in a drift pile. 
They were rescued, but somewhat damaged. The 
corps* was not found for several da vs after. When 
found it was buried under a mass of drift wood. 

Distressing Casuaaty.— Mr. John Coffman, 
of Jessamine county, loet a little daughter on 
Saturday last by the accidental discharge of a 
pistol in tbe hands of John Port wood, Jr. Mr. 
Port wood had the innocent prattler in his lap 
while he was applying some caps to the pistol, 
which unfortunately went off, discharging its 
contents into the breast of the child, instantly 
taking its lifo.

Washington, July 24. 

The altercation in the Ilouso to-day between 
Representatives Burnett and Richardson has led 
to a conference between the friends of the parties, 
with a view of an adjustment of the difficulty. 

Alexandria, July 24. 

A young man named Jno. Bradley, studying 
for the ministry, son of a wealthy citizen, and 
Columbus Bradley were arrested this evening by 
the Provost Marshal as ?piee taking information 
to Manassas. The evidence against them is al- 
most positive. 

IIaiu er h Ferry, July 24. 
Gen. Johnston's force was 42,000 strong before 
bis march to Manassas, composed of infantry, 
artillery, and cavalry. Col. Stewart's cavaltv 
went to Berry ville to oltserve the movements of 
Gen. Patterson’s column. Tho rest of the caval- 
ry went with Gen. Johnston. Thev had at 
\\ inchest er sixty -seven pieces of artillery. 

Gen. Wise h»s been recalled, it was said, with 
his troops from Western Y T irginia. Gen. Beau- 
regard did it in opposition to Gen. Lee s advice. 

Washington, July 24. 

The following are the casualtiee in the 2d 
Michigan Regiment: Killed, non*; wounded, 

Henry Rolliger, Co. II, in the aide; Mat Woolen - 
weaker, Co. G, dangerously in the side; Willem 
Marks, Co. A, ond atkirmisher shot in the leg. 

Col. Terrell, of Ky., serving in Scbenck’s staff, 
was not killed as reported. His horse was shot 
under him. Ho suffered a severe contusion of the 
hip. 

It is unture that our troops have returned to 
Fairfax Court House. Our picket, extend only 
two miles beyond Alexandria. 

It is stated that the party sent to bring in Col. 
Cameron's body have found it, but they have not 
yet returned.

The rout of tbe memorable 21st has virtually 
thrown the Government back to the defences oc- 
cupied three months ago. No more offensive op- 
erations from this city need be expected before 
fall. The severe lesson of Sunday has induced 
the President and the members of the Cabinet to 
entrust Gen. Scott hereafter with the absolute 
control of military matters.

Washington, July 25. 

The men of tbe 69th declare that a majority of 
that regiment will come back to serve during the 
war. 

The Connecticut regiment which came in latest 
from the battlo field saved the Government 
$200,000 by thp collection of stores which had 
been abandoned during tbe retreat. 

A special despatch to the Commercial Adver- 
tiser says that Col. Milas, who commanded the 
seserve corps at Centreville during tbe fight at 
Bull’s Run, has been placed under arrest for 
dereliction of duty. 

Tbe Minnesota 1st regiment appears to have 
suffered the most severely of any in the field. 
Ihe number of its killed is eroertained to be 66, 
and some are still missing. The men however 
are undaunted and are ready again for action. 

Philadelphia, July 25. 

The Evening Bulletin has an interesting state- 
ment, received from the lips of a wealthy Virgin- 
ian, residing a few miles from Manassas Junction. 
He witnessed the battle Suoday, and describes the 
conduct of the Federal troops as daring and brave 
in every respect. He states that the rebel loss is 
between 3,000 and 4,000. The Black- Horse Cav- 
alry, the crack regiment of Virginia, was most 
terribly cut up. Only two hundred out of the 
regiment were saved 

Our informant says it was a most fortunate 
thing that we did not drive the rebels beyond 
Manassas, for wilhiD two miles of tbe rear of the 
Junction the ground for many acres is mined in 
the mo9t artistic manner, aud tuns of gunpowder 
placed thero. Our informant thinks that the 
Government is not aware of the extent of the 
rebel preparations to destroy our troops. Upwards 
of 1,200 negroes were employed to work on the 
entrenchments at Manassas, and about tbe same 
number employed on those at Richmond. 

Gen. I^e was not at Manassas during the bat- 
tle, and is now at Richmond commanding an ac- 
tive force estimated at 10,00(k Richmond is sur- 
rounded with mines like those at Manassas. If 
tbe rebels find that the Union men are going to 
take the city they will be blown up. Had the 
Federal forces got beyond Manassas last Sunday. 
Beauregard admits that the rebel cause would 
have been lost. An impression prevails at the 
South that tfie North has no money and cannot 
get any. The rebels are under the delusion that 
the heavy sums owed the North bv the South 
will be the means of making us bankrupt, and in 
leas than a year the North will succumb. 

There are two regiments of well disciplined ne- 
groes at Richmond. Our informant had heard of 
no news of any slave insurrections. The bitter- 
ness of feeling at the South against the North is 
described as being most terrible. 

Baltimore, July 25. 

A private letter from General Patterson, dated 
Harper's v erry, 22d inst.. says: 

“Gen. Johnston retreated to Winchester where 
he bad thrown up extensive entrenchments and 
had a large number of heavy guns. I should have 
turned bis position and attacked him in tho rear, 
but he had received large reinforcements from 
Mississippi, Alabama, and Georgia, a total force 
of over 35,000 Confederate troops and 5,000 Vir- 
ginia militia. My force was less than 20,000. All 
but four, the two Indiana, and 11th and 24th, out 
of nineteen regiments whose term of service was 
up or would be within a week, refuse to stay one 
hour over their time. Four regiments have gone 
home, two to-day and throe will go to-morrow. 
To avoid being cut off with the remainder I fell 
back and occupied this place.” 

Baltimore, July 25. 

It is reported that Beauregard has gone in the 
direction of Harper’s Ferry. 

Reports having become current that a tight had 
occurred at Harper’s Ferry a despatch was sent to 
the agent of the Associated Press* there to make 
inquiry into tbe matter. In answer the following 
despatch was received with no signature and 
therefore not entirely credible: 

“Y r e ; we have had a severe tight, and were 
successful. We routed the rebels completely.” 

Sr. Louis, July 25. 

Gen. Fremont arrived this morning and took 
up quarters at the residence of the late Colonel 
Brant. 

Accounts from Keokuk say that several hun- 
dred secessionists have taken possession of Mem- 
phis, Scotland county, Missouri, and were in 
trenching themselves, apprehending an attack 
from about 1,000 Union men under Col. Moore, 
encamped near by. 

A thousand stand of arms have been distributed 
along the southern border of Iowa by Governor 
Kirkwood. 

Much excitement exists along the border of 
both States. 

The secessionist* are disarming the Union men 
in North Eastern Missouri. 

Toledo, July 25. 

The 14tb Ohio regiment returned to day from 
Western Virginia, their term of enli.tmont haz- 
ing expired. They were enthusiastically wel- 
comed. The majority of the members are ready 
to re-enlifit for the war, «.fter a few weeks fur- 
lough. 



XXXVIITH CONGRESS-EXTRA SESSION. 

Thursday's Proceedings Continued. 

Washington, July 25. 

Senate. — Mr. Fessenden made a report from the 
Committee on the Legislative Appropriation Bill. 
The report was agreed to and the bill passed. 

Mr. Johnston, of Tennessee, moved to take up 
the resolution he offered yesterday. Agreed to. 

Mr. Hale from the Committee on Naval Affairs 
reported a resolution that a Select Committee be 
appointed to enquire into the circumstances of the 
surrender and disnosition of the properly of the 
United States and Navv Y'ards of Pensacola and 
Norfolk. 

Mr. Trumbull moved to add the Armory at 
Harper’s Ferry, which was agreed to and the res- 
olution was adopted. 

Mr. Howe offered a resolution requiring the 
President to inform the Senate what instructions 
have been given to foreign Ministers in reference 
to tho rebellion. Agreed to. 

Mr. Sherman, from the Committee on Finance, 
reported back the bill to indemnify the States 
for expenses incurred to defend the Government. 
Passed. 

Mi. Simmons, from the Committee on Finance, 
reported an amendment to the bill to raise reven- 
ue. Tbe bill was taken up. 

Mr. Breckinridge said he could not vote for the 
resolution, as be thought it did not state the 
facts in regard to the war being forced on tbe 
country by the Southern disunionists. His opin- 
ion was that the present condition of things was 
due to the refusal of the majority last winter to 
make anv conciliation. He did not think the a*- 
tack on Fort Sumpter was a cause fora general 
war. and the Preeident is responsible for the gon- 
eral war. He did not think that the Congress 
had done its duty to the whole country. He be- 
lieved that the war was prosecuted for the pur- 
pose of subjugation and not for the maintenance 
of the Constitution, for the Constitution is tram- 
pled upon every day. He believed that if tbe 
war was carried on twelve months it would be 
the grave of constitutional liberty; that it was 
his humble judgment that peace was what we 
need for the restoration of the Government and 
the preservation of constitutional liberty. 

Mr. Sherman said he thanked God that this 
was not the voice of Kentucky. 

House. — Mr. Stevens, from the Committee on 
Wavs and Means, reported the Senate bill sup- 
plementary to the late loan act, with an amend- 
ment authorizing, the Secretary of the Treasury 
to fix the denomination of Treasury notes below 
$50, which he may exchange for coin, bearing in- 
terest at 0 per cent, per annum, if this amount is 
necessary to negotiate the loan. The aggregate 
amount of the Treasury notes is not to exceed 
$250,000. The dutien on imports, tea 10c, coffee, 
sugar, spices, wines, liquor?, and all such excise 
and internal duties and taxes as may be collected, 
are pledged for the redemption of the debt. 
Adopted by one majority, and then the bill 
passed. 

Mr. Stevens, from the Committee on Ways and 
Means, to whom the direct tax and internal du- 
ties bill was yesterday referred, reported that 
they were unable to devise any provision which 
would be constitutional and at the same time 
carry into effect the instructions of the House. 

The Senate amendments to the bills for the 
payment, tf the Baltimore police, making appro- 
priations for facilitating the coinage of gold dol- 
lars, and for the manufacture and purchase of flag 
signals, wero adopted. 

Philadelphia, July 25. 
Gen. McClellan arrived here at 2:30 this after- 
noon. The groatest enthusiasm prevailed. 

Washington, July 25. 

The Resolute has arrived from a cruise along 
the shore of Virginia. She capturrd two rebel 
schooners and a sloop and found a new* ret>el bat- 
terv on the Potomac, mounting six guns. 

The reported occupation of Fairfax Court 
House is confirmed. The rebels are planting bat- 
teries of artillery there. 

It is believed that .Senator Simmons’s substi- 
tute for the tariff act will pass. 

Congress will not adjourn this week.

Indianapolis, July 25. 
The 6th Indiana regiment, Col. Crittenden, ar- 
riv'd here to day. After partaking of a collation 
prepared by the citizens thev wore welcomed in 
short and patriotic speeches by Gov. Morton and 
Judge Coburn. They will remain at home but a 
short time and go for the war. 

The President has accepted ten additional regi- 
ments from Indiana, which will now mako thirty 
regiments from this State. 

Col. Wallace’s Zouave regiment will arrive 
here on Saturday. They have already a sufficient 
number cf recruits encamped here to fill up tbe 
regiment for three years and will return iu a few 
d tys. 

Jf.fff.rson City, July 25. 

In the convention this morning Mr. Brodbeid, 
from tho Committee of Seven, present*! tbe re- 
port of the Committee. The report alludes at 
length to the present unparalleled condition of 
things, the reckless course of the recent State 
government, and the flight of the Governor ar.d 
other State officers from the Capital. It de- 
clares that the offices of Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor, and Secretary of State vacant, and 
provides that these vacancies thall be tilled bv 
t he Convention. The officers so appointed to hold 
their positions until August, 1862, at which time 
it provides for a fpocial election by the prople. It 
repeals the fourth section of the fifth article 
of the Constitution, and provides that the 
Supreme Court of the State shall consist of 
seven members and that four members in addition 
to the three now composing the Court shall be 
appointed by the Governor ch r sen by this Con- 
vention to hold office until 1862,' when the 
people will be permitted to decide whether the 
change shall be permanent. It abolishes the 
State Legislature and ordains that in case before 
the 1st of August, 1862, the Governor chosen by 
this convention shall consider that the public 
emergencies demand it, be shall order a special 
election for members of the State Legislature. 

It recommends an ordinance repealing the follow- 
ing bilR, pass'd bv the Legislature in secret ses- 
sion in May last: The military bill, tbe military 
fund bill, the bill to suspend the distribution of 
the school fund, and the hill cultivating friendly 
relations with Indian tribes. It repeals the bill 
authorizing the appointment of one Major Gen- 
eral of the Missouri militia and revives the mili- 
tia law of 1*859. 

A resolution was passed that a Committee of 
Seven l>e appointed by the Preeident to prepare 
an address te the people of the State of Missouri. 

How Gen. Scott Receives the News. — A 
despatch from Washington says: 

“This is ro defeat — no defeat. The odds are 
against us temporarily, through inaccuracy of 
detail?; bat Manassas, and Virginia, and tbe 
Union are ours.” Such is said to be the language 
of the veteran soldier after gathering all particu- 
lars. Such, too, is the language of every officer, 
soldier, and citizen in the capital. Gen Scott 
is closeted w’ith the officers of his army, and or- 
ders are expected to be i.^sueJ, and are hourly 
looked for b}' our citizens, who are ready to take 
their places in the ranks of the army, and move 
on with the army. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Falmouth, Ky., July 19, 1861. 

We are fallen upon evil times, and it is the duty 
of every good citizen to contribute bis mite, how- 
ever small and insignificant it may be, to the 
furtherance of the public good. The vilest treason 
is rearing its hideous and demon-like head in 
every part of our beloved Commonwealth, and, 
unless throttled and strangled in its infancy, it 
will wind its crushing folds around the vitals of 
the State and the result will be her utter ruin. 
There is doubtless in our midst a deep and wicked 
conspiracy against the peace, dignity, and honor 
of our beloved State. Evidences of this are every 
day thickeni )g upon us in everv direction. The 
organization of an infamou* or<W in our midst, 
the attempted concentration of members of that 
order in Tennessee, evidently for incendiary pur- 
poses, and their vile denunciations of L’uion men, 
all clearly indicate the depravity of the conspira- 
tors and the wickedness of their designs, (ttlse- 
hood, and the worst ptssions of human nature, 
are the instruments by which they propose 
to attain this purpose. This is proof of the 
character of their work. When men are engaged 
in a good and holy cause, they never invoke such 
instruments to further its interests. Truth and 
reason are their guides. Falsehood, evil passions, 
and treachery, are at once discarded. They rely 
upon the justice of their cause for present succws, 
and to the vindication of history for their rewards. 
Thi:> was the case with our revolutionary fathers. 
They could appeal to high heaven for the justice 
of t heir cause. They could rely with conudence 
uoon the smiles of an approving world. They 
needed no such instruments as falsehosd and the 
evil passions of human nature to insure success. 
Tested by these rules, we can have no doubt as to 
the moral qualities of the proposed object of tho 
conspirators in Kentucky. But we have other 
tests which are more clear and palpable. YY e find 
these by comparing tbe present condition of our 
State with that of Virginia, Tennessee, and Mis- 
souri. While they are borne down by civil war, 
forced upon them by conspirators and demagogues, 
we are enjoying peace, and have the protection of 
the Federal Government. Not a single right has 
been wrested from us by that government. We 
have, up to the commencement of this fell con- 
spiracy and civil war, enjoyed peace, prosperity, 
and liberty, under the protecting wiugs of the 
Union. If we are not enjoying them now, it ia 
not the fault of the Union, and of the Federal 
Goverment, but of the Cotton State conspirators. 
They have rushe tin into this howling wilder- 
ness cf storm and threatened ruin, and, to con- 
ceal the baseness of their unhallowed work, they, 
and their sympathizers here, raise a howl against 
the alleged usurpations of Lincoln! They aim at 
ruthlessly trampling the entire Constitution un- 
der tbeir feet; they treat the Union, to which 
they owe all of their present greatnes?, and 
which has ever ^iven them the fullest protection, 
as an unbolv thing, and are bending all of their 
efforts to effect uafiy destroy and annihilate both, 
and then propose to escape the odium they so 
richly deserve by arraigning and denouncing a 
few alleged usurpations of Lincoln! To this 
they add, here in Kentucky, a great rage against 
the war tax, and coercion, that is, the enforce- 
ment of law. While they are denouucing a war 
tax, they forbear telling the people that their 
whole aim is to get Kentucky into the so-called 
Southern Confederacy, and into war, the inevi 
table result, which would more than tripple her 
taxes and all of her pecuniary burdens, besides 
producing general embarrassment, distress, bank- 
ruptcy, and ruin. It is enough to weary the pa 
tierce of a Christian to contemplate such a ?cene, 
and I must conclude by congratulating you for 
vour able efforts against conspiracy, and for the 
Union. R*

AimcDOTK of WtLUSOTO*. — l rememl>er a 
wooden-legged soldier, whom I once saw defend 
the Duke of Wellington in a mob. But I must 
fell you the story. In tho spring of 1827, I was 
spending an extra vacation in London, and thus I 
witness**.! the mobbing of this great man. 1 sup- 
pose you have thought that the Iron Duke had 
only successes and laudations and honors in this 
world. Not »-j. lie had not been the Iron Duke 
if be had not been hardened by inoral conflict as 
well as by warlike combat. At the time 1 was 
in London, the Duke had given his voice for 
Catholic emancipation, consequently he had mado 
himself obnoxious to the bigoted rabble. Secta- 
rian preachers preached against him day and 
night from pulpit, stand, and stump about treA- 
aon, Popery, and the like, until the jioor ignorant 
masses imagined that they must be bitted and 
bridled by a Pope and priesthood, and to tho 
death, if Catholics were treated like human be- 
ings. Wellington had thrown his great influence 
in tho settle of emancipation, consequently the 
mob determined to revenge what they considered 
their wrongs on him. The animus of a mob is 
more frequently a mistake than a wickedness. 
One morning in February I noticed threatening 
crowds ne»r the Pall Mall gate, not far from the 
.statue of Achilles. This statue was cast from 
cannons taken in the Iron Duke’s various bat- 
tles. and was dedicated “to Arthur, Duke of 
Wellington, by the Women of England." I de- 
termined to watch the Duke, and see what was 
g. log to be done. Punctual to the moment he 
descended the steps of Apsley House, his resi- 
dence. His appearance was imposing. He waa 
»t the head of the Cabinet, Premier of Englaud, 
ind he was par excellence the first man in Eng- 
liud. 

It was a drizzly morning. lie wore a blue frock 
coat, buttoned up to tho chin, a military stock, 
and brown pantaloons. His falcon eye surveyed 
the excited groups about the Paik gate, with a 
sort of pleasant contempt. The mob were either 
awed by his appearance and prestige, or they 
had not yet screwed their courage to the insult- 
ing point. The Duke passed on horseback, at- 
tended bv his faithful valet. Nobody molest* d 
him till he reached bis office. There the mob 
hissed him, but when he turned around and faced 
them, the hissing ceased. He then quietly en- 
tered bis office. As 1 knew the hour be would 
leave Downing streot to return to the Park, 1 was 
there in due treason. The neighborhood of tb® 
Horse Guards probably deterred a good many of 
the excited fanatics from gathering abort the 
» tfice, bet numbers were gat here*!. The Duke, 
who was punctuall y itself, came out at the ap- 
pointed moment, and mounted his hortfe, amid 
groans and hi- sen. After he passed tlte Horse 
Guards, the noise increased to shouts. NN hen he 
: .ixsed Charing Cross, and entered Pall Mall, the 
i nob began to tbro v missiles and dirt. Near Pall 
Mall gate, there was a whirlpool of human beings, 
“driving round in strange, wild, and yet in a sort 
of symmetrical confusion. I feared they would 
nunlor him there. As he approached the gate, a 
£ood deal spattered with mud and dirt, the nr.ob, 
a* if compelled by eome higher power than that 
of earth, made a lane for him to pass. Fora mo- 
ment he was very near them. For that moment 
they seemed awed, and appeared to relent. But 
when be had entered the gate, their violence rose 
to fury. He dismounted with difficulty, placed 
V is hack ag-iinst the huL< of the statue of Achil- 
les, and calmly faced his furious assailants. I 
ball never forget that moment. Thoughts and 
feelings took a mastery of my nature then that 
have swayod me ever since. Not. one word did 
he utter. * There was no shrinking— not even a 
cloud of apprehension upon that glorious face. 
Ob. how infinitely small and contemptible his as- 
lilants looked! How great is man! How little 
are men! 

There was a lull in the storm of shouts, and 
missiles and dirt, and an old Irishman, with a 
wooden log, hustled his way to the side of tho 
duke. This man sold apples and oranges by 
llyde Park gute, and his basket had been unset 
by the mob. When he had reached the iron 
Duke he stood by his side and unbound his 
wooden leg and made a soeech that immediately 
ubdued the monsters. He begun: 

“My curse on you for cowaroly scoundrels! If 
ye have pluck, come and tight me. Let there be 
two of us against you all. Bagorra come and kill 
u £ both. This is your fair pla> ! This is English 
;uitice! thousands against one. Think of Water- 
loo. But for him and uz, Booey would have 
be l*n ye. l’ve gotten rry wooden leg for light- 
ing for ye, ya villins — aud ye are goin' to pay 
him by murderin’ him, ye bloody scoundrels! 
Come on, but come one at a time, not like cow- 
aida and ruffians as ye are, altogether — " 

The speech was a mighty success. The mob 
was ashamed and calmed and began to sneak 
away. Wellington gavo a smile of recognition 
to the man who had saved his life, and ever af- 
terwards he amply provided for him, as be did for 
many otheis, cuu of his own private fortune, 
i i hts owur quiet, noiseless way. 

Tho celebrated daguerreotypist, Niepce de 
Nanti Victor, has at last discovered the secret of 
r-*pr iducing colors by the camera, and rendering 
them permanent. He has subjected pictures 
taken by his new method for several hours to the 
direct action of the solar rays, without producing 
any visible change in the tints. Blue, which has 
hitherto been regarded as well nigh unattainable 
in the photograph, is now copied vividly. The 
ante is especially true of yellow and green. The 
Paris Moniteur, which brings this intelligence, 
does not give the process.
